Randy, I didn't see a similar reply on the digest, so I'll add a little 


bit: as I connect additional leaded components to a common node, I relieve 
the springiness of the added component, by bending both the leads of the 
new component, after both ends are tacked down. The first end is no 
problem, but, the second end needs to be held to the position of the 

joint until the solder cools (here, the eutectic alloy 63/37 helps reduce 
the incidence of the cold, fractured looking joints better than 

60/40.) Now bend both leads simultaneously, so the wire takes a permanent 
set into the soldered position of the joints. This eliminates the spring 
stress for the new leads, and now, additional leads may be added to the 
joints by repeating this process without the existing leads flying apart 
as the solder fuses. Metals will behave as springs for small deflections, 
but will take a permanent set for larger deflections, small and larger 
vary for different materials, (think of wire solder versus copper wire 
versus steel wire as examples.) This method of wiring (without 
intermediate pads or lugs was was called 'haywire' style after (here's the 
urban or rural legend coming:) the farmer's use of the copper plated steel 
bailing wire for fixing electrical stuff on the farm in an ugly 
arrangement. I can usually directly construct a circuit just by looking at 
the circuit diagram. The element of practice is important, too-- after 
some dozens or hundreds of joints, (a few projects) it seems natural. A 
famous engineer at National Semiconductor, named Bob Pease, uses this 
method of prototype construction because the parasitics of the neat 
breadboard connection gadgets are absent. There may be some photos of his 
breadboards on the web. Jim Williams, of Linear Technology, uses this same 
breadboard scheme, also.

About the time that Ellie and I were finishing up a little nap in the 
La-Z-Boy today at 2230 UTC, out of the very quiet receiver of the IC-703 
came a very loud CW CQ from Hector, KP4HLR in Puerto Rico on 28059 kHz. We 
sprang out of the chair and dashed to the rig to answer the call. 

I had noticed something peculiar about the sound of Hector's rig from the 
start but I didn't give it a whole lot of thought. 


During the course of our QSO, Hector mentioned that his rig was the Ten-Tec 
Century/21 CW-only transceiver. 

I still have my C/21 which I bought new in 1980 from a dealer down in 
Roanoke, Virginia...about 40 miles northeast of here. 

It was my first CW rig having real QSK...yes, that ‘legendary Ten-Tec QSK' 
‘ 
The C/21's direct-conversion receiver is susceptible to out-of-band SWBC QRM 
etc, especially on the 40 meter band at local nighttime. 

Its sensitivity really drops off on fifteen and ten meters so I use an old 
Ameco PT-3 external ‘transceiver preamp’ with it on those bands. 

Since the PT-3 uses an rf-sensing t/r circuit, complete with changeover 
relay and adjustable ‘semi break-in' delay, the first element of the first 
character transmitted... each occurence of the relay coil being energized 
when switching from receive to transmit...gets truncated by the amount of 
time that elapses, from the instant the keyline is grounded to the point in 
time when the relay's transmit contacts ‘make’. 

Of course, all elements of characters sent while the relay remains in the 
'transmit' condition, are fully (and, beautifully, I might add) formed. 

I used to wonder how that initial relay closure must sound to my QSO partner 
on his/her distant receiver. 

This evening, I heard it loud and ‘clear’. 

This is not a criticism of how Hector's signal sounded...only an 
observation. My C/21 must sound exactly like Hector's when I'm working 15 or 
10 meters, using the necessary help from the PT-3. 

This phenomenon may be heard using a local separate receiver as a monitor, 
but it's not quite the same as coming ‘over-the-air’. 

Without the external pre-amp, the C/21's emitted CW is just beautiful. If 
only the stock receiver sensitivity didn't require the use of the external 
pre-amp for the higher hf bands. True, there are mods for the receiver 
section of the C/21 out there... 

Oh! and the C/21's receiver recovery characteristics...MARVELOUS! I can hear 
someone breaking me with even a single 'dit' between my transmitted ‘dits' 
of a character when I send, for example, the letter 's', at speeds of less 
than 20 wpm or so. At around 40 wpm, I can still be 'breaked' ('broken'?) 
between characters(letters, numerals etc). 

THIS, my friends, is ‘legendary Ten-Tec QSK'. 

QSK...it may not be enjoyable for everyone...but for this ol' boy, it is 
truly wonderful.

Your comment about point sources vs. distributed noise is on the money! 


The original motivation behind Part 15 (and CISPR, etc.) regulations was 
protection of broadcast receivers and television sets in urban areas. In 
other words, they were written to protect strong signals. The protection 
ratio was supposed to be something like 40dB signal to interference ratio 
in primary coverage areas; 10uV/m interference to a 1mV/m signal. [This 
data is my recollection of a presentation I attended many years ago--I've 
been trying to find a copy of the handout, but it's AWOL. ] 


The point is that protection of QRP and weak DX signals was never a 
consideration for these regulations. When the regulations were written, 
Part 15 digital devices meant big, expensive computers in the business 
district, not a PC in every home. Interference was unlikely to affect 
widespread areas, so relatively modest regulations were effective under 
those conditions. 


Fast forward to today. There's a PC, digital cable or satellite TV decoder, 
VCR, microwave oven, cordless phone, etc. in every house on the block. 
Every one of these appliances has at least one digital clock generating 
Spurious emissions. Luckily, the highest emissions are the harmonics of 
these clocks... you can choose a frequency to avoid worst of it. It's 
getting pretty noisy out there, but not it's impossible to use radio gear. 
Yet. You won't realize how bad it really is until you operate from a quiet 
QTH far from the city and suburbs. 


Advance to the brave new BPL world of tomorrow. Every outlet in every house 
connects to a potent noise generator. Not only have the emissions levels 
increased, but their broad band character ensures that all frequencies are 
clobbered. There's no clear spot to run for, there's no where to hide. It's 
not a pretty place.

I'm stuck temporarily living in an apartment (for about 6 mos.) so no 
operating. So, I pulled out the Ft. Smith Sidekick I built last year. 


As built, I get about 40 kHz of tuning range - just as advertised. By 
adding additional capacitors in parallel with C8 (total 332pf) I've 
increased the tuning range to just over 150 kHz. The instructions with the 
SW+30 warn of approaching 1000pf. This has reduced the lower limit of the 
L.O. to about 2,900 kHz or about 100 kHz below the target. So, before I 
remove L1 and start removing turns to raise the L.O.: 


a The whole thing seems to easy. Am I missing something? Am I 
compromising performance somewhere I'm not seeing? 


2. I used NPO capacitors supplied with this kit and my SW+30 (for C7). 
Any reason to remove the (3) caps I have in parallel and buy a single cap to 
do the job? 


A second issue with the Sidekick. Shouldn't the SW+ band-pass filter 
including C40 and RFC3 be included at the antenna input? Could someone tell 
me the windings and core info for the 40 meter rig. Also, I built it so lI 
could play with all those little 40 meter transmitters I see in the 
literature. So shouldn't I just include the entire T-R Switch including 


C-40, RFC-3, and D7,8,9,&10? 


Now that I've spent some time with this rig I think I may end up with a nice 
40 Meter receiver.
